Constantine, now deposed, is an ex-j 
ile in Switzerland. 
Venizelos. 
presi­ 
dent of the Greek provisional govern-! 
ment. and a power in Greek affairs,j 
revealed the complete 
adherence 
of 
Constantine to the theory of divine j 
right of kings in a statement to the 
Vnit.nl Press today. 
It was an ex-! 
planation of the reform 
the 
Greek j 
people will demand in accepting Alex-; 
auder. Constantine's second 
son, 
as! 
king. 
Venizelos declared the Greek people! 
were willing to “ make another expen-j 
ment in constitutional monarchy, but 
w ill hold that the constitution must be 
revised.” 
In telling for the first time the de­ 
tails of the interview between himself 
and Constantine at the time of the 
Greek crisis. Venizelos said: 
“ The Greek people desire that the 
king may never again be able to say % 
to the responsible head of the govern­ 
ment, as Constantine said to me, that 
he is ‘responsible only to God.' 
“ The abdication of King Constan­ 
tine. constituting, as it did, a triumph 
in Greece of democratic 
ideas, 
was 
from our viewpoint a necessary condi 
tion to a sincere renewal with Serbia 
of the bonds of tlje alliance contained 
in the treaty torn 
up 
by our fallen 
monarch," be continued. 
“ The action 
of the protecting powers has not. it is 
true, more than partially satisfied tin 
desires 
of 
a 
vast 
majority of I he 
Greek people, for the injury done by 
the king to the monarchical regime 
was so deep that 
a 
large section of 
pubiic opinion considered the only real 
solution to be a radical reform of the 
regime on the basis of those principles 
which for more than a century have 
assured the prosperity of the great 
American republic. 
“ Nevertheless, mindful 
of 
all the 
benefits which the guaranteeing pow­ 
ers have lavished upon 
them 
since 
their independence, the Greek people 
are willing to gratify 
the 
wish 
of 
these powers. 
They are willing in all 
sincerity to make another experiment 
at constitutional monarchy. Hut at the 
same time they hold it is necessary 
to revise the constitution for the pur­ 
pose of defining more clearly the dem­ 
ocratic character of the monarchy.”

Increased operating costs due 
to 
high material 
prices 
and 
higher 
wages form the basis for the peti­ 
tions of 
the 
transportation 
com­ 
panies and reports to the commission 
indicate that many shippers are w ill­ 
ing that the increase be granted. 
The knotty problem and the one on 
which opposition to 
the 
increases 
centers, however, comes in the effect 
of the 15 per cent increase on 
the 
differentials between the 
rates 
of 
various shipping communities. 
As an 
instance the rate on sugar from Cor­ 
coran to Oakland is 17 ! , cents a hun­ 
dred pounds and from 
Crockett 
to 
Oakland 3U cents a hundred, a dif­ 
ferential favoring Crockett of 14 V4 
cents a hundred. 
An increase of 15 
per cent in the rates would make the 
Corcoran-Oakland rate 20 cents and 
the Crockeet-Oakland rate 3% cents, 
giving a 
differential 
in 
favor 
of 
Crockett amounting to lfiVfc 
cents, 
adding 2’4 cents to the Crockett ship­ 
per's advantage over Corcoran. 
The 
same effect would he felt on the dif- 
erentials of all other rates and com­ 
modities, placing the shipper at dis­ 
tant points at the greater disadvant­ 
age.
